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Letter from France. 
PARIS. 
My Dear Frienp :—We have been worn out 


with our efforts at sight seeing. Magnificence is 


stamped on every work of man, but it is too much 


for nature to enjoy. The outer world overpowers ; 
the senses are no longer “ the windows of the soul 
they are the soul itself; the heart lies still—its 
echoes are silent. While the soul is crowded, 
crammed, its fountains of thought cannot play—its 
chambers of imagery are darkened by the glare 
without ; there is no time for thought; the one 
idea is to have power to enjoy. I am wearied with 
the gorgeous displays of art unconnected with moral 
beauty. There are no homes in France. A con- 
gregated multitude seek pleasure, and the “ powers 
that be” provide it. The wise man said of laughter, 
“it is mad; and of mirth, what doth it?” Pleasure 
here is a business, not a relaxation. But worse 
than this, pleasure is a deity, and all is sacrificed 
that would deprive it of enjoyment. I feel more 
than ever that happiness is the enjoyment of moral 
nature; pleasure, of physical. Nature has her 
centre and her circles, her culminating point, and 
her diverging lines; the soul, alone with God, the 
inner temple of family life, the outer temple of 
social life, the porch or world of busy life—each 
with its vail to hide its sacred character, and pre- 
serve its atmosphere. Build around this structure 
a brilliant wall—hang it with rich trappings, with 
glittering jewels, and then let it press inward on 
nature’s fabric, and break it down—tear aside her 
curtains, lay low her rare constructions, open her 
inner closets to the gaze of the idle multitade, and. 
where is man’s happiness? God has made man up- 
right, but he has sought out many inventions, and 
when nature’s beautiful aspect is destroyed, the 
spirit weeps over the ruin, and plunges into death, 

because he has murdered life. 

Such are the reflections that Paris suggests to 
me. I gaze, and am excited. I reflect, and am 
saddened. But enough of mora! reflections, which 
are out of place in these superb rooms, looking into 
the bright garden of the Tuilleries, so sumptuous 
that even my bed curtains are of white silk. I 
long for Switzerland. I want to see those tower- 
ing Alps, and hear of preparations for departure 
with delight. We have engaged our couriers, and 
are to leave very soon. How many events have 
been crowded into this little visit! We live a 
month in a day, and prolong liſe by travel. How 
different are my feelings compared with those when 
I left England, and yet Iam in Paris—a city whose 
very name breathes forth enchantment, and several 
of our party are in a full tide of enjoyment, while I 
am full of reflection, and long to teach these people 
how to be happy. | 

We left Paris on the 2d, a beantiful, bright day, 
and at the first stopping place I found my friend 
—— — of Hampton Court, proceeding on his 
way to the Tyrol. The cars were filled with Eog- 
lish—some for the German baths, others for Swit- 
zetland—each provided with fishing or shooting 
tackle. Quietand rational in their enjoyments, the 
English carry home with them, wherever they go, 
the portfolio of well filled drawings; the books and 
periodicals that surround them all speak loudly of 
their taste and cultivation, and call forth your in- 
terest. We passed through a fertile country, re- 
sembling the valley of the Mohawk in richness of 
cultivation. The fields were waving with a golden 
harvest. We traversed the fertile provinces of 
Picardy and French Flanders — the fields covered 
with every species of grain: green oats, golden 
wheat, wide leafed potato and white barley ; the 
little cottages peeping above the shady orchard, 
and the windmill, with its white wings beating the 
air, completed the rural beauty of the landscape. 
The fields and meadows around are especially 
fine, and form one continued plain of wheat and 
hay. Approaching “ Mons,” we could realize the 
fertility of the Netherlands. Perched on an emi- 
nence, the.city commands the surrounding districts, 
and is the granary. of the thousand farms that lie 
at its feet. The high embankments surrounding 
Mons“ are armed with most threatening cannon, 
and bid defiance to the beseiger ; but in addition to 
this strong rampart, the surrounding country forms 
80 perfect a plain, and is so intersected by the beau- 
tifal river and canals that in an instant it can be 
turned into one vast lake, cutting off all access to 
the city, which now forms the capital of Hamoult. 
A castle built here by the Emperor Julius Cesar, 
during his campaign against the Gauls, gave birth 
to this place. The best view of the city seems to 
de that taken a short distance off, on the railroad 
to Brussels. Its towers and spires beautifully re. 
lieve the flat country. which. extends for miles 
around,

The Persecution of new Ideas. 

Hawi who first discoverd the circulation 
of the blood, was styled “ vagabond or quack,” 
and persecuted through life. Ambrose Pare, 
in the time of Francis I., introduced the liga- 
ture as a substitute for the painful mode of 
stanching the blood after the amputation of a 
limb—namely, by applying boiling pitch to the 
surface of thestump. He was.in consequence, 
persecuted with the most remorseless rancor, 
by the Faculty of Physic, who ridiculed the 
idea of putting the life of man upon a thread, 
when boiling pitch had stood the test for cent- 
uries! Paracelsus introduced antimony as a 
valuable medicine ; he was persecuted for the 
innovation, and the French Parliament passed 
an act making it penal to prescribe it; where- 
as it isnow one of the most important medicines 
in daily use. The Jesuits of Peru introduced 
to Protestant England the Peruvian bark, (in- 
valuable as a medicine,) but, being a remedy 
used by the Jesuits, the Protestant English at 
once rejected the drug as the invention of the 
devil. In 1639 Dr. Groenvelt discovered the 
curative power of cantharides in dropsy. As 
soon as his cures be conn to be noised abroad, he | 
was commited to Newgate by warrent of the 
President of the College of Physicians, for 
prescribing cantharides internally. mt Mary 
Montague first introduced into England small- 
pox inoculation, having seen its success in Tur- 
key in greatly mitigating that terrible disease. 
The faculty all rose in arms against its intro- 
duction, foretelling the most disastrous conse- 
quences ; yet it was in a few years generally 
adopted by the most eminent members of the 
profession. Jenner, who introduced the still 
| greater discovery of vaccination, was treated
